As seen throughout the collection, prooflike circulation strikes were 
preferred by Gary, and they are well represented here.

In his reference, 
Martin notes that silver examples can range between 80% and 
94% pure silver, while ANACS reports the specific gravity of this 
piece at 10.15, suggesting it falls at the low end of that range. The 
theoretical specific gravity for an alloy of 80% silver and 20% 
copper is 10.14. The light gray surfaces of this piece have a pale 
olive-green patina. The edge is notched at 9 o’clock, and a few 
scattered marks appear on each side.

Working through 
a yellow-fever epidemic that killed 4,600 people in the winter of 
1878-1879, the Mint was ready for business on February 20, 1879.

1911 MS66 NGC. Most of the Indian quarter eagles known in 
MS66 are dated 1908 or 1925-D. The 1911, along with many 
other issues, is a grand rarity in such fine condition. This is a 
Condition Census example. NGC reports just seven other MS66 
pieces (one of which is Star-designated) and PCGS lists only 
one; neither service reports a finer coin (11/18). Recent auction 
appearances for a 1911 in this grade are just nonexistent. Since 
1993, when our Permanent Auction Archives began, we have 
handled only one top-grade example of this issue — the PCGS 
coin — which in the ANA Signature (Heritage, 3/2010), lot 2168, 
realized $48,875. Moreover, that was the last time any auction 
house publicly offered a 1911 in MS66. 

This example represents possibly the single most important 
opportunity for Registry Set collectors of this sale. The NGC 
Set Registry lists some 534 Indian quarter eagle circulation strike 
sets. The highest-ranked of these almost all share a common 
denominator: they contain a 1911 in MS66. Top-grade examples 
of this issue are synonymous with top-tier quality in the NGC Set 
Registry. The present example offers glistening satin luster and 
original honey-gold color.

Between 1908 and 1915, the Mint experimented with different 
techniques and finishes for proof gold, but in 1908 only the oddly 
colored and decidedly unbrilliant matte proof surface prevailed.

The paltry mintage 
reflected low collector demand, which is typically attributed to the 
sandblast finish that the Mint was experimenting with during this 
period. While modern-day numismatists appreciate — and in some 
cases prefer — the matte surface texture of proof Indian quarter 
eagles, contemporary collectors felt the quality was inferior to that 
of the deeply mirrored proofs previously produced by the Mint.

The Wire Rim Indian ten 
is listed in the standard pattern references under Judd-1901 (Judd- 
1774 in earlier editions) and Pollock-1995, but recent research by 
Roger W. Burdette (Coin World, May 31,2004 edition) indicates 
the Wire Rim tens were actually business strikes. Designed by 
prominent sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens, Mint records 
indicate 500 examples were struck in August and September of 
1907 and another 42 specimens were produced before the end of 
the year. Other records show 70 coins were later melted, leaving 
an extremely low net mintage of 472 pieces. None of the coins 
were released into the regular channels of circulation. Instead, 
they were distributed to Cabinet members, Congressmen, and 
Treasury officials, and sold to well-connected coin dealers, private 
citizens, and museums that ordered them.

The restricted 
i? t _ distribution and novelty of the Indian design created intense 
pa collector demand for the issue, initially, but also caused resentment 
_ among rank and file collectors who felt frozen out of the process. 
pga ga Na The Wire Rim Indian ten, with periods before and after the 
. —— reverse legend and denomination, represents Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens’ first design for the ten dollar gold piece. Liberty’s 
warbonnet was suggested by President Theodore Roosevelt, to 
add a distinctive American touch to an issue with the high relief 
and classical style of the ancient Greek coins. As with all high 
relief designs, the Wire Rim tens were hard to strike with full 
details. Mint Director Charles Barber later produced a low relief 
version of the design, with no periods, that served well for high 
speed coinage operations, but lost some of the sculptural beauty 
of the original design. Walter Breen noted the Wire Rim Tens 
“are the only available gold $10s showing the Saint-Gaudens 
conceptions in anywhere near their pristine splendor...” Today, the 
Wire Rim Indian eagle is one of the most sought-after issues in the 
series, enjoying a similar standing in the hobby to their High Relief 
double eagle cousins.

But these are insignificant, and 
if one is really interested in the design and presentation of what is 
undoubtedly the most beautiful American coin, this could be just 
the right purchase. Slight high-point friction can be seen, but the 
design is 90% intact and still has the dramatic impact one expects 
from a High Relief twenty.

struck several dozen so-called Snowden dollars, using a tripartite 
collar with E PLURIBUS UNUM on the edge. Shortly after these 
patterns were struck, Superintendent Snowden and Director 
Burchard left office. Even though Charles Barber was thanked by 
Snowden in his report from June 1885, it appears Barber could not 
successfully reproduce the three-part collar in 1907 when it came 
time to strike Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ High Relief twenties. The 
result was a gap between the die faces and collar, which produced 
the well-known wire rim or “finning” as it was known in Mint 
parlance. Seen as a manufacturing defect, the gap between the 
die faces and collar was not closed until December, which resulted 
in the so-called Flat Rim variant. Each rim variant is seen today 
as a collectible variety. This example is an exception to what is 
usually seen as each side has almost an entire wire rim around it, 
the obverse is especially pronounced. The bright, satiny surfaces 
display strong reddish patina over the usual yellow-gold.

Dies for Saint-Gaudens’ new 
double eagle design were not distributed to the branch mints until 
1908, and San Francisco was the last to receive them. However, 
production of the new coins was delayed. In Saint-Gaudens Double 
Eagles, Roger Burdette writes that blueprints for a new toggle collar 
— necessary to strike the raised edge devices on Saint-Gaudens’ 
double eagle without sheering them off upon ejection from the 
press — were sent to the San Francisco Mint in March 1908, but 
the West Coast mint’s presses did not have adequate clearance for 
the new mechanism to operate. In addition to this delay, striking 
problems related to the new dies plagued the San Francisco Mint. 
Acceptable examples of the new coins were not produced until early 
August 1908. Just 22,000 pieces were struck for the calendar year.

The Mint’s Finest Commemorative Achievement 


4370 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Octagonal MS61 NGC. 
The gold and silver commemoratives issued in conjunction with 
the Panama-Pacific International Exposition in 1915, were not 
the San Francisco Mint’s only involvement in the West Coast 
fair. An excerpt from the Mint Director’s Annual Report for the 
fiscal year 1914 states: 


“The mint service will maintain a working exhibit at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, showing coinage operations 
complete from pig metal to the finished piece. It has not yet 
been determined whether coin and medals or only medals 
will be struck, but the striking of medals fully exhibits the 
methods of coinage. Most of the machinery installed in 
the exhibit will be borrowed from the San Francisco Mint, 
and coinage operations at this mint will in consequence be 
restricted in some degree while the exposition is open.” 


When production of commemorative coins was proposed, it 
was initially intended for the silver half dollar to be produced 
on exposition grounds at the Mint’s exhibit, thereby keeping 
the coining exhibit in operation continuously. However, this 
was never accomplished, and the Mint’s exhibit produced only 
medals. The Pan-Pac commemoratives were struck the San 
Francisco Mint, but not all on ordinary presses. 

Robert Aitken’s fifty dollar gold piece, to be produced 
in round and octagonal formats, required more pressure to 
strike than any working press at the San Francisco Mint could 
produce. A heavy medal press was shipped to the West Coast 
from Philadelphia for the sole purpose of striking just 3,000 fifty 
dollar Pan-Pac gold pieces, most of which were later melted as 
unsold. In total, the Octagonal Pan-Pac fifty had a distribution 
of 645 coins, and the Round variant just 483. Today, both issues 
are highly sought-after and present the only true “stopper” 
in the classic commemorative series, gold and silver issues 
combined. The fifty dollar gold pieces are perhaps the most 
enduring remnant of the United States Mint’s involvement in 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition of 1915. 

This lower-end Octagonal coin displays an excellent strike 
and satiny peach-gold mint luster. Faint slide marks and 
a few minor ticks on each side determine the grade but are 
not bothersome. A convenient characteristic of this issue is 
that even low-grade Uncirculated Pan-Pac fifties generally 
retain good eye appeal as a product of the design layout and the 
naturally satiny luster.

Farran Zerbe, in charge of the Department of Coins and 
Medals for the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, was 
the primary distributor of the fifty dollar gold pieces, as well 
as the quarter eagle, gold dollar, and half dollar that were 
also issued for the San Francisco fair. Zerbe sold the coins 
individually and in sets through his Money of the World exhibit 
at the exposition. Robert R. Van Ryzin, in an April 1999 Coins 
Magazine article entitled “The ANA’s day at the fair,” wrote:

“Zerbe’s now famous exhibit was highlighted not only

The 
enormous octagonal fifty dollar ingots or “slugs” served a valuable 
role in America’s Wild West. Although gold dust was abundant, 
its fineness varied tremendously. A number of private assayers 
and coiners established themselves during the early Gold Rush 
period to satisfy the need for circulating coinage. However, their 
reputations and abilities, like gold dust, varied from maker to 
maker. Augustus Humbert and the United States Assay Office 
changed that, serving as a government-sanctioned precursor to the 
San Francisco Mint. Their coins were widely accepted by banks 
and local merchants on par with federal U.S. gold coins. 

This Uncirculated example of the iconic type is well-struck 
with razor-sharp rims and bold devices. Only the central part of the 
eagle and shield are slightly soft. Light yellow-gold surfaces display 
reddish accents on the obverse. That side has been cleaned at some 
point, while the reverse is entirely natural.

Director 
Burchard left office around the same time, and no one remained 
in the Mint who had Snowden’s insight, ability, or willingness 
to experiment to carry his project forward to completion. The 
tripartite collar was not used again until 1907 when Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens’ double eagles went into production.

The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise.

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a 
check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate 
credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or 
more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.)

Buyer agrees that Service and Handling 
charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on file with 
Auctioneer.

“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 

c. <Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery.

Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable 
for consequential or punitive damages. 

35. It shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange pick-up or shipping in a timely manner 
(within 10 days). Held Lots will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee 
plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the 
event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage 
or moving fees, including a 20% Seller’s Commission. 

36. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 
to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 
lizard, or other wildlife.

Any description of the items or 
second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders who 
do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been made part 
of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to any 
description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and 
are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine 
Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of 
consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. Auctioneer 
disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, descriptions, 
sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for 
advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void.= 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 
typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a 
granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44, Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 





Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer or 
condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund of the 
amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability shall be limited to any commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on the Internet, or, 
if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer’s purchase price without further obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to 
and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any 
claim made by you ofa lot or your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving 
a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant (or 
respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential 
binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator's award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter 
jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to 
subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO 
TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or 
sale of numismatic or related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be 
brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. 
Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This 
Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party 
that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or 
the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees that all disputes 
in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Conditions and 
purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration provision. In the event 
that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration 
or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in 
Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful 
Bidder, purchaser, or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the 
State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery process. 
Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any claim shall utilize 
such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in these Terms and Conditions 
agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.
